“If you,” they further informed the

Mayor Key Tuesday night refused to 
comment upon the letter or his proba-| 
ble course along the line of obtaining 
relief. 

“I don’t care to say anything about 
the matter at this time,” he told The 
Constitution. “I intend to get all the 
facts before me before I take any ac- 
tion.” 

In affirming that the advent of 
cold weather would “bring about a 
serious situation locally and through- 
out the state,” the dealers frankly 
assert their belief that “markets in 
the southeeast are being discriminated 
against in the distribution of coal car 
equipment.” 

They are equally positive in saying 
that the only means of lowering the 
price of coal is “by furnishing an ade- 
quate car supply to the mines in Ten 
nessee and Kentucky, which serve the 
southeastern ge 

As proof of its ¢ s, the commit- 
tee attaches a table showing the per- 
centage of car supply as published by 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
for its Knoxville and Cumberland Va} 
ley division, the latter principally pro- 
viding coal transportation for the 
southeastern section. 


Gets Fewer Cars. 


This table shows that the Cumber- 
land Valley division was alloted a far 
smaller percentage of cars than the 
Knoxville division for the months of 
May, June, July and August, with a 
small increase in percentage for the 
month of September. 

“Most of the dcmestic . coal sold 
by dealers in Atlanta comes from 
the Cumberland Valley division.” the 
latter declares. “There has been a’ 
better car supply in the Alabama 
coal fields, but that is not a satis- 
factory coal for this market.” 

“The mines ..-e operating at 20 per 
cent of their cnxpacity,” the commit- 
tee adds, after inserting figures to 
'prove the truth of this statement, 
“and as a result, their costs have in-

Democratic Committee 
Chairman Declares Pre- 
dicted Victory Is Being 
Verified by Returns. 


Washington, November 7.—A state- 
ment issued at 11 o’clock tonight froin 
democratic national committee head- 
quarters in the name of Chairman ('or- 
dell Hull declared that “the prediction 
of a great democratic victory made last 
Monday in a statement from democrat- 
ic national headquarters is being veri- 
fied by the returns from all sections 
of the country which have been heard 
from at this hour.” 

“The wonderful victory won by Gov- 
ernor Smith and Senator Copeland in 
New York,” the statement continued, 
“will only vary in degree, according 
to early reports received at democratic 
national headquarters. 

“General dissatisfaction with the re- 
publican administration and the repub- 
lican congress is clearly indicated in 
the returns received up to this hour.

Consolidation Necessary 
to Settle New County 
Question—16 Precincts: 
For, 1,037; Against, 956. 


With a very light vote cast in all 
precincts in Fulton county in the 
general election Tuesday, regular dem- 
oeratic nominees for state and na- 
tional offices were given heavy ma- 
jorities, while the vote on the propos- 
ed creation of Peach county was ex- 
tremely close, according to incomplete 
returns. 

The Peach county issue wags the 
only doubtful one in this county, and 
incomplete returns showed that pro- 
ponents of the -constitutional amend- 
inent to create the new county were 
slightly in the lead, with the issue 
etill in doubt. 

Indications were that the total Ful- 
ton county vote would fail to reach 
the 3,000 mark. With 16 out of 
26 precincts reporting, the vote stood 
as follows: 

Fr Peach county, 
Peach county, 956. 

Race Very Close. 

Less than 100 votes separated the 
pros and cons on this question as 
the returns were reported Tuesday 
night, and every indication points to 
the fact that the contest in this 
county will be decided only when 
the final consolidation of votes is ef- 
fected today. 

It was freely predicted Tuesday 
night that less than 100 votes would 
separute the two sides at this time. 
Peach county advocates were claim- 
ing victory in Fulton county, while 
those opposing creation of the county 
were-equally confident that they 
would overcome the lead maintained 
by the Peach supporters.

EMBARGO ON WHEAT 


Doubts Authority to Make 
Drastic Move Against 
Canadian Shipments. 


Chicago, November 7.—An embar- 
© on Canadian wheat .will not be 
evied by the interstate commerce 
commission because the I. GC. 
doubts its legal authority to take 
such a step, and also because of ap- 
prehension over possible inté@rnational 
complications resulting from such a 
drastic move, / it was. learned here 
Tuesday. 

A telegram from. the interstate 
commerce commission received by the 
American farm bureau federation re- 
fused the request for an immediate 
embargo made by the federation in 
behalf of its membership of 1,500,000 
farmers. 

“We cannot embargo Canadian 
grain simply because it is Canadian,” 
the commission said in explaining 4ts 
refusal. 

An embargo by eastern railroads 
on Canadian grain shipments, pos- 
sibly levied at Whe suggestion of 
some governmental trade agency, is 
now the only hope of middle-westérn 
and northwestern grain growers, ac- 
cording to traffic experts of the fed- 
eration. They have asked the in- 
terstate commerce commission if it 
intends to do anything to enable 
American wheat to get to market by 
way of the. Great Wakes before 
navigation closes’ 
weeks. * 

While a_ railroad embargo on 
Canadian wheat would tend to dis- 
courage routing of American wheat 
through lake ports over American 
railroads to senboard’ elevators, it 
would be much less satisfactory than 
A government ban and might result 
in a complete tie-up of lower lake 
parts, officials of the bureau pointed 
oft. 

The volume of Canadian wheat 
flowing through American ports is 
undiminished, it 1s stated, -nd if al- 
lowed to continue, American growers 
will lose millions of dollars in higher 
transportation rates, a continued 
shortage of grain cara during the 
winter, and financial hardship result- 
ing from their inability to sell their 
grain at elevators now crowded to 
capacity. 

As has been suggested at Wash- 
ington, relief may come through the 
efforts of Federal Fuel Distributor 
Spens to untangle eastern railroad 
rolling stock, ° \.

S UNIQUE IN MUS 


Atlanta. Music Festival As- 
sociation Secure Big Event 
for Music Lovers. 


_ Officers of the Atlanta Music Fes- 
tival association are convinced that 
they are securing for music lovers of 
Atlanta one of the most unique and en- 
tertaining musical events ever brought 
to this country in the Ukrainian Na- 
tional chorus, which comes to the Au- 
ditorium for a single performance on 
the night of Wednesday, November 29. 

This company of forty or more sing- 
ers, selected from the best of Russia’s 
vocal art, has been called the “human 
Symphony orchestra,” a unique Rus- 
Slan musical organization, and is be- 
ing brought to this country by Max 
Rabinoff, former impresario of the 
Boston Grand Opera company, 
came into special prominence when he 
included Pavlowa and her Ballet 
Russe in grand opera and took them 
on a tour of the United States and 
Canada. 


The chorus is said to have reached 
@ point well nigh perfect under the 
exceptional training of its Cossack 
conductor, Alexander Koshetz, who is 
described as being the “most indefina- 
ble magnetizer, possessed of incom- 
parable faith and love for that religion 
whose name is Music.”’ Koshetz, in 
addition to being an eminent conduct- 
or, is a well known composer of Rus- 
Sian music in his native conntry of 
Ukrainia, formerly called Little Rus- 
sia.

Plain uncompliceted chronic bron- 
chitis, that is to say annually recud- 
ding Winter cough in elderly persons, 
is nsually benefited by removal to a 
climate which coaxes the (mentally) 
aged sufferer to spend more time in 
the open air, say Egypt, southern 
France, Florida or California. But in 
the fancier kinds of chronic bronchitis 
no marked benefit can be expected 
from a change of climate. Unfortu- 
nately must cases of bronchilis are of

Thus chronie bronchitis is most 
frequently found in persons who have 
chronic nephritis (Bright's disease), 
or heart disease, or emphysema (the 
air spaces of the lung overstretched 
and dilated), or bronchiectasis> (dila- 
tion of a bronchial tube) ©r asthma, 
or pneumonokoniosis (a kind cf 
hardening of the lung tissue caused 
by prolonged irritation from coal aust, 
stone dust, grain dust, cotton and 
other textile dusts, in persons ex- 
posed through occupation). 

Emphysema involving any con- 
siderable part of the lung means that 
the chest is overdistened, and usually 
the individual has a thick barrel- 
shaped chest, sometimes an enormous 
chest but one with very little elas- 
ticity, that is, the individual ean ex- 
pand and contract his chest onry an 
inch or so at best, whereas a normal 
chest varies two or three inches from 
contraction to expansion, sometimes 
four or five inches. The emphysemat- 
ous lung is constantly overfilled with 
air, literally ballooned. The subject 
of emphysema lacks the power to 
exhale freely; he draws in a brearh 
and then obviously strains to expire, 
whereas normal lungs empty or ex- 
ste without any muscular effort, 
ust through their own clasticity. It 
is a fact quite beyond my ken, that 
in chronic emphysema the chest wail 
and the muscles of natural or uncon- 
scious breathing . seem to acquire 
rigidity and lose their normal elactic- 
ity, perhaps from lack of use.

The disposition that was made of 
ttre cases of the two Atlanta boys 
who recently absconded with con- 
Siderable sums of money that had 
been entrusted to them, only to be 
caught in a distant city and brought 
home to stand trial on charges of 
felony, is gratifying to all who be- 
lieve that justice should be tem- 
pered with mercy and common 


Instead of arraigning the young 
men for trial in the superior court, 


terms of imprisonment or on the 
chaingang, the prosecuting authori- 
ties very properly and humanely 
took them before the juvenile court 
judge, by whom they were placed 
under probation, with rigid restric- 
tions, 4s an alternative to confine- 
ment tn the state reform school 
until they are 21. 

This action was heartily approved 
by the immediate sufferers from the 
behavior of the youthful culprits. 
The father of one of the boys has 
promised to make complete restitu- 
tion of the money that was stolen, 
the boys themselves have expressed 
appreciation of the leniency shown 
by their victims, the prosecutor and 
the judge, and everybody is ap- 
parently gratified and happy over 


The young offenders have been 
assured “another chance’’—a chance 
to reform, live down the past, ob- 
literate this blot upon their char- 
acter, and make sturdy, honorable 
men of themselves. 

Had they been sent to prison or 


to a prison camp for terms com- 
mensurate with the crime of which 
they admittedly are guilty, it prob- 
ably would have been .the last of 
them so far as their usefulness to 
society is concerned. 

There they would have been 
totally deprived of their freedom, 
confined or grouped with depraved | 
men of mature years and their only | 
companions would have been law- 
breakers, many of them, perhaps, 
hardened criminals and felons of 
the lowest type. 

The chances are that a term of 
years spent in the midst of such 
sur:oundings, in a “prison atmos- 
phere,”’ and in constant association 
with men,inured to degradation and 
crime and imbued with the criminal 
instinct, would have left these two 
impressionable youngstegs morally 
seared and hafdened.

My personal connection with the in-

After graduation from Wake For- 
ést college in North Carolina, a couple 
of years before, and a year spent as 
an apprentice on the reportorial staff 
of a home state daily, I had been 
placed on the southeastern news desk 
of a New York newspaper. 

The opening of a Grand Army of the 
Republic colony in the soft and salu- 
brious climate of lower middle Geor- 
gia by Colonel Fitzgerald, a lawyer 
and publicist of Indianapolis, had been 
widely heralded. 

The metropolitan newspapers of the 
country had accepted it with some 
skepticism, but with a great deal of 
picturesque news appeal. 

"When it was finally confirmed that 
actually hundreds of prairie schoon- 
ers, with whole families, including 
cats and dogs and even pigs and goats. 
were actually then negotiating the 
jagged roads toward the Empire Stafe 
of Dixie, the whole country took no- 
tice. | 

Speculation was rife as to what 
kind of a reception the greys would 
give the blues, and the blues would 
give the greys. ce 

Already the country was beginning 
to bury forever, and with unanimity, 
the sectional distrust that followed 
the war of thirty years before. The 
bloody shirt had been burned. Poli- 
ticians bad ceased to feed upon the 
prejudices and passions of civil strife. 
The old red hills of Georgia were 
white with peace, and the green prai- 
ries of the Ohio valley were 
radiant with the sunshine of a united 
nation, 

But nobody had suggested to this 
good hour the planting of a 6. a.. 
colony in the lower south. 

It was a_ unique 
uniqueness of the undertaking gave it 
a gripping appeal that Colonel Fitz- 
verald capitalized into great publicity 
momentum. 

The Fitzgerald offices in Indian- 
apolis had timed the first arrival of the 
caravan of settlers, and almost ac- 
eurately so; and had scheduled tne 
official opening for some weeks later, 
when the pioneer colonists would he 
well on the ground, and the season 
would be ample fer the clearing and 
developments prior to fo the spring 
planting— 

For while the town site of Fitz- 
gerald was destined for a city} it was 
also planned to be the trading nucleus 
of an agricultural development, the 
tract for the colonists comprising 
several thousand acres of tillable for- 
ests, mostly in virgin or cutover tim- 
ber. 

Ihe New York Ffersld, therefore, 
keen to the national interest in this 
undertaking, and alert to the betier 
understanding between the people of 
the north and south that should evolve 
from such an undertaking, dispatched 
me to that neck of woods, some- 
where and some miles out of Tif- 
ton, the nearest railro%d point to 
where the colony lands were situated. 

I drove over to the center of the 
proposed ‘town site from ‘Tifton, with 
a small party of Georgians, at the 
break of day, and passed on the way 
the first colonist vehicle, -the occu- 
pants of which we welcomed an hvuur 


later as the first on the ground,

It was my purpose to ride back- 
ward and forwatd between Tiftop 
and the colony site daily, but before 
the stin set on the first day of the 
planted colonists several board shacks 
were already built; and one of then, 
—a hotel. 

It was the “Ohio House,” with one 
8x12 room, and bunks built four tier 
high on either side. ‘ 

I wan the first guest, and when 
{ askei the proprietor to show me 
my rovum he very promptly ard in a 
most businesslike way called out, 
“third bunk up, last tier to the right.” 

We ate under the shade of a 
giant pine that.afterwards fell to the 
call of commerce. 

For three weeks I occupied this 
“room”: and watched Fitzgerald grow 
from a pine forest,, in which there’

'gia have been proud of the northern 
brethren who invaded the state as 
|a group of settlers; and they in turn 
have been proud of Georgia oppor- 
| tunities, and encouraged and helped 
| by their Georgia neighbors.

‘a few days ago I was proud to eee 
the great city that had been built

oom of pecan groves, the purebred

'try—prosperity indexed at every 
|home—I could not help but think of 
‘the outstanding possiblities in Geor- 
gia when touched by hands not asham- 
eo to work and not afraid to sacri- 
fice, 

Space forbids me here to go into 
any details regarding the city of Fits- 
gerald, nor would it be proper that 
I do so. 

It is not my function to indulge 
in community publicity, but I do want 
to say that there is a spirit of enter- 
prise in that city that grips one the 
very minute he enters it. 

The well-kept, well-supplied, met- 
ropolitan looking stores; the large 
number of industries, the clean and 
faultlessly paved streets; the beauti- 
ful churches; the four ward schools, 
in which the much discussed free 
school book issue is successfully prac- 
ticed: the progressive citizenry, in 
which there is no distinction between 
the northern and the southern born— 
and particularly the two progressive 
newspapers, and the live and active 
chamber of commerce—these are the 
elements, all of them, that make a city 
great and a people prosperous, 

Fitzgerald is no longer a G@ A. R. 
colony; it is not®a northern city in 
the south; nor is it a soquthern city 
populated by northerners. In num- 
bers there are perhaps more southern 
natives in the city than natives of the 
north. 

The sons and daughters of the 
1895 settlers . have largely married 
among the nativesand today Fitz- 
gerald is just simply a_ high-class, 
prosperous, inviting Georgia. city. 
That's all! 


It is not my purpose here to name 
individuals, I met scores of them.

It is my opinion that in 
a college curriculum that has many 
defects, athletics in general stand out 
as the pre-eminent positive agent for 
Letter citizenship and for better man- 
hood. 

Football is the greatest of our ath- 
letic ‘sports. Jt is a war game an- 
swering to all the great technical 
principles of war. Morale, will and 
discipline are its watechwords and they 
spread their powerful influences 
broadcast through college life, organ- 
izing, controlling and inspiring the 
undergraduates and the alumni alike. 
The games fill the student body with 
an espirit de corps that no other 
game played by college men can do. 
The ready subordination of American 
youths to army team play during the 
world war, their spirit on the offen- 
sive, their high morale and good dis- 
= wer may in no small part be at 
tributed to the great game of Amer- 
ican football. 


COACH DOMINATES 
FOOTBALL. 

For all practical purposes the game 
of football is controlled by the coach. 
It is he who vitalizes the playing 
rules. It is the coach that determines 
the character of the morale, will and 
discipline to which the player and 
incidentally the spectator is trained. 
From countless personal experiences, 
and observations of the methods used 
by other coaches and instructors in 
the American colleges today, it is no 
exaggeration to state that in charac 
ter-building (in so far as it is known 
in our American colleges) the football 
coach has a most profound effect, di- 
rect and indirect, on all the under- 
graduates, 


The Association of Football Coaches 
has been formed for the purpose of 
promoting the best interests of the 
game. t is to be hoped that the 
ethics of the sport may be improved 
through discussion and mutual agree 
ment. Scouting, unnecessary rough- 
ness and similar items should receive 
consideration and constructive changes 
should follow. It is hoped that good 
sportsmanship and fair play will be 
developed and extended through the 
association of the various coaches. It 
is expected that the best expert 
thought will find expression at the 
annual meetings, 


TO CLEAN UP 
FOOTBALL. 

In this way it is hoped that those 
dangers which have been threatening 
the life of college football will 
cieaned up once and for all and that 
any new problems that the coaches 
will have to face in the future will 
be dealt with in the same manner. 
Already the recommendations have 
been the basis of the more important 
recent legislation by the rules com- 
mittee. 

The personnel of the various com- 
mittees of the association justifies the 
expectations that American footbal! 
will receive helpful and constructive 
support from the coaches’ association. 
On the rules committee of the asso- 
ciation will appear the names of the 
most expert coaches. Both the east 
and .ae west will be represented on 
oll of these committees and in this 
way a national importance will be at- 
tached to all that they do. Alonzo) 
Stagg, of Chicago, will be in charge 
ox the committee on ethics. ‘Lhere 
ha. been no man in the entire his- 
tory of the game who has done more 
to clean out the trouble-maxers and 
the evil conditions which have from 
time to time existed, than this man. 
From these two sources we may ex- 
pect not only advance thought on 
football but also action that will prove 
sound and permanent. 


AGAINST 
FROFESSIONALISM. 

We may look to the coaches’ as- 
sociation to extend and develope ama- 
teur football. The organization has 
already condemned professional foot- 
ball and it will do everything in its 
rower to discourage the professional

The association has recommended 
a study of the football rules with a 
view to effecting such changes as may 
make the game safer and more at 
tractive for the junior players. It is 
cbvious that the youngsters should not 
attempt the arduous game of the sen- 
iore and it is hoped that safe and 
sane modification of the rules for our 
grainmmar school lads may be effected.

The American Football Coaches’ as- 
sociation can render excellent service 
along the lines similar to those ont- 
lined above.

Such a policy would unquestionably 
broaden the viewpoint of our college 
faculty members and would tend to 
bring them in closer touch with the 
vital extra academie interests of unh- 
dergraduate iife. In this way we 
believe that the students would get to 
feel that they had something in com- 
mon with the faculty and that the 
members of the teaching force would 
also better understand the motives of 
the undergraduates, } 

In our American. colleges where

After three hours of debate over 
selection of 4 site for the new Girls’ 
High -school Tuesday night at a 
joint meeting of the hond -eummuis- 
sion and.board of education, the com:, 
mission veted down the p sed Jack- 
son tract at the south wal of Grant 
park, the city oot a property, 
and the Brown property at Washing- 
ton street and Woodward avenue. 

The commission then refused to con- 
sider a compromise site and adjouvrued 
as the midnight hour struck. The 
stockade property was defeated 5 to 4. 
TI'wo votes were cast for the Jackson 
tract, The Brown property received 
one. Commissioners Carraway and 
Leib voted for the Jackson tract, 
while Commissiorer Frank Inman 
found himself voting along in support 
of the Brown site, 

Hoplessly Split. 

In the space of five minutes the 
commission knocked down the three 
sites, and when the session broke up 

e ‘body was apparently hopetess:y 
split, 

School Commissioner W. LL. Me. 
Calley undertook to compose the dif- 
ferences by offering as a compromise 
part of a tract bounded by Georgia 
avenue, Capitol avenue, Crew street 
and Bass street, recommended at the 
meeting by Dr. N. L. Engelhardt. 
associate director of the recent ,At- 
lanta school survey, as the most 
feasible south stde location.

Constant enlargement of the system 
by addition of land institutions is also 
planned, it was said. It is also un- 
derstood that capitalists all over the 
country have become interested in the 
project.
